City planners brought the Upland 
Hills Country Club one step closer to 
reality Thursday as they passed on a 
recommendation for its approval to 
the city council. 

The initial enthusiasm with which 
planning commissioners met the 
project at a special work session 
earlier this month was somewhat 
tempered by concern over the size 
and potential impact of the develop- 
ment. Commissioners John Zinda 
and Edward Sloman voted against 
endorsing the project until further 
questions regarding a proposed 
waste water treatment facility and 
other issues could be discussed. 

Commissioner Faye Bert abstain- 
ed from voting on the development 
due to potential conflict of interest. 
The motion to approve the general 
plan amendment necessitated by the 
project passed 42-1. 

Commissioners also agreed to ex- 
empt the development from growth 
management plan requirements, 
based primarily on the planned in- 
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Giant Upland condominium project

clusion of a water treatment plant to 
handle needs of the 556-unit project. 
If passed by the council, it would be 
the first time the requirements have 
been waived on a major develop- 
ment. 


An exhaustive environmental im- 
pact report provided by the 
developer is also the first of its 
magnitude to be presented to 
planners. Planning Director Bill 
Young said specifications included 
in the report essentially fulfill the 
functions of a growth management 
study. 

The Upland Hills Country Club, 
sponsored by Matreyek Homes Inc. 
of Upland, is proposed for a 226-acre 
site north and south of 16th Street 
east of Campus Avenue. 


Speakers at Upland forum 


Mayoral candidates find 
few differences

Three Upland mayoral candidates 
found they were in substantial 
agreement on most issues discussed 
Tuesday at a public forum. 

Candidates William ‘‘Doyle”’ 
Alexander, Bill Bottin and John 
McCarthy found they agreed on 
many basic issues of the campaign 
when they addressed a luncheon 
meeting of the Upland Kiwanis 
Club 

All three support Proposition 9 
and the local paramedic initiative 
with varying degrees of reservation. 
Each expressed the importance of 
working with the city budget in view 
of further potential revenue loss 
from state and federal sources. 

Each man was given the 
opportunity to outline his platform 
before the question-and-answer 
period. 

Alexander, a property investment 
counselor making his first run for a 
public office, said his campaign is 
centered on area youth, senior 
citizens. maintaining an efficient 
police department and establishing 
a fire protection and paramedic 
program ‘‘second to none.” 

He stressed the need for strong 
leadership and pledged that he 
would not lead a ‘‘business-as- 
usual’’ sort of city government.

Carrigan 
seeks Upland 
finance post 


Upland resident Ben 
Carrigan, candidate for 
Upland city treasurer, said 
he will seek to make city 
government ‘‘lean and ef- 
ficient’ if elected to office. 

Carrigan, 40, said the city 
is facing a barrage of 
challenges since the 
passage of Proposition 13. A 
supporter of the legislation, 
he said the city must turn 
those challenges into an op- 
portunity to make local 
government more effective 
and efficient. 

He said he thinks the city 
treasurer should take a 
strong stand on money 
management, and pledges 
to continue successful in- 
vestment practices current- 
ly being used. He also said 
he will maintain adequate 
reserves to protect against 
inflation if elected. 





Bottin, vice president of 
Dynalectric Corp. in Buena Park 
and current city council member, 
said he was concerned with 
balancing the interests of 
businessmen and homeowners in 
Upland. and pointed to his past 
record of four years on the council 
as evidence of that concern. 

“Local government is going to 
have to act more efficiently to get 
the same job done in the future,”’ he 
said. Bottin noted he was the only 
council member to vote against 
approval of the budgets for the last 
two years, saying he thought it was 
not in the spirit of Prepesition 13 and 
the wishes of the people: 

McCarthy, current- mayor pro 
tem. described a possible bleak 
future for the city if Proposition 9 is 
approved. He said the city plans to 
lose as much as $1 million from 
state and federal sources and must 
take steps to protect against the 
loss. 

He supported Measure A on the 
Upland ballot, an request that the 
governor that local share of the 
increase the cent sales tax from 1 
cent to 2 cents. 


“We receive $2 million this year 
— our biggest source of revenue — 
from the tax,” he said. ‘‘If that is 
increased to 2 cents, we'll get more 
than $4 million annually. This will 
put us in a greater situation, and 
allow us to be independent from 
state and federal government.”’ 


All three candidates backed 
Proposition 9, but McCarthy 
cautioned the audience that of the $5 
billion the state anticipates losing, 
roughly $1.5 billion would be 
transferred to the federal 
government. He said this makes it 
uncertain how much relief would be 
derived from the measure. 


Bottin said he was in favor of 
taxes dropping and Alexander said 
while he supported Proposition 9, he 
was concerned it might be a ‘“meat- 
ax approach, when a finely honed 
scapel would have done the same 
thing.”’ 


On the local measure to establish 
a city-operated paramedic service 
at a cost not to exceed $1.50 on each 
resident’s water bill, the candidates 
varied in their degree of 
enthusiasm. 


Bottin said he supported the 
initiative and would like to see it 
carried one step further and include 
transportation as well as the 
paramedic services. 

‘‘Upland is a high stress 
community,” he said, ‘‘and sees an 


The development will include 556 
condominiums lining an 18-hole 
public golf course, a pro shop, tennis 
courts, and 20 swimming pools for 
use of residents. 

Also planned are a small shopping 
center, 100-room hotel and two 
restaurants. 

On the eastern boundary of the 
project, bordering Rancho 
Cucamonga city limits, will be 
storage facilities for recreational 
vehicles and maintenance building 
for the golf course. 


Perhaps the most outstanding 
feature from commissioners’ stand- 
point is the proposed waste treat- 
ment plant to be located in the 
northwest corner of the site. 

The plant, capable of handling 
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increase in heart attacks. This 
service will prove valuable.” 

McCarthy said he supported the 
measure strongly enough to give a 
cash donation toward its success. 
Through using a charge on the water 
bill, he said the service could be 
continued regardless of financial 
restraints placed on the city in the 
next few years. 

Alexander said he was concerned 
about the cost of the service rising 
exorbitantly and advocated 
sponsoring an accurate study of the 
situation so future costs may be 
more closely predicted. 

Eyeing future growth potential, he 
said city projections of a’population 
of 68.000 by the year 2000 may be low 
and possible effects on the 
paramedic program should be 
thoroughly checked. 

The candidates also discussed the 
role of the city in buying interest in 
the San Antonio Land Company, San 
Antonio Water Company, the West 
End Land Company and the West 
End Water Company. 

Alexander questioned the wisdom 
of investing in the companies and 
McCarthy pointed out major 
purpose for the purchases was to 
eventually own them outright, thus 
guaranteeing the city access to 
additional water supplies. 


200,000 gallons of effluent per day, is 
estimated to cost the developer an 
additional $844,000 more than usual 
charges to hook into the city sewer 
system. The development itself will 
produce 170,000 gallons of waste per 
day. 

Treated waste: water from the 
plant will be used to irrigate the golf 
course, thus cutting down demand 
on city water supplies. 


Carla Yland from ARCO En- 
vironmental, Inc., the firm which 
helped design the system, said ad- 
ditional water would be needed to 
irrigate the golf course during 
summer months. Need is estimated 
at 450 acre feet of water per year, 
and the plant is expected to produce 
224 acre feet. 





She said the imported water would 
have a positive effect on the area by 
lowering the salt level of water 
leaching back into the soil. Nitrate 
levels will be below that found in the 
ground water. 

Operational costs for the facility 
will be absorbed by homeowners in 
the project, at roughly $3 per month 
per household. 

Other issues concerning the pro- 
ject discussed by commissioners in- 
clude: 

— Cost of the development to the 
city. 

When completed, the project is 
expected to generate $111,000 yearly 
revenue, but Upland will spend an 
estimated $277,000 on city services 
for the area. This translates into 





roughly a 41 cent return on every 
dollar spent by the city. 

Planning Director Young pointed 
out that it is not unusual for a city to 
weigh the advantages of a project 
and determine that total worth 
warrants the financial outlay by city 
services. 

He cited the City of Industry, 
which was built according~ to 
economic means with a high concen- 
tration of revenue-producing 
businesses and industries. 


“We have a different philosophy 
in Upland in ‘striving for quality 
living,”’ he said, adding there are 
already many projects in the city 
that do not bring a net profit to the 
area. 


— Potential hazards posed by the 
presence of the Red Hill Fault 
through the development. 


A geologist for the project told 
commissioners there was no history 
of disturbance along the fault, and 
no physical evidence such as surface 
ruptures or scarps.

Candidates in Upland questioned on issues

Local businessmen pressed 
Upland mayoral and council can- 
didates on issues from condominium 
conversions to balancing the budget 
in a forum sponsored by the city’s 
chamber of commerce Thursday. 


Mayoral hopefuls William 
‘Doyle’ Alexander, Bill Bottin and 
John McCarthy were joined by coun- 
cil candidates Greg Annigian, Al 
Canestro and A.C. ‘‘Chuck’’ 
Lawrence in addressing nearly 90 
chamber members in a breakfast 
session. 


Area builders, many of whom op- 
pose a proposed condominium or- 
dinance currently under considera- 
tion by the council which places 
strict regulations on apartment con- 
versions, asked council candidates 
their thoughts on the proposal. 


Canestro, currently in his 13th 
year as a planning commissioner for 
the city, said he thought the deman- 
ding requirements were necessary 
to prevent a rush of conversions

which would cut down on rental 
property in the community. 

He described how trends in len- 
ding affect building, citing how, 
when he first became a com- 
missioner, money was available for 
service stations, and when that 
market was saturated, how mobile 
home parks became popular among 
builders. 

Lately it has been high density 
apartments, he said, and he sees the 
possibility for condominiums to be 
the next trend-setter. 

‘‘We have to be restrictive,” he 
told the group, ‘‘and tighten up and 
Say our community will be balanced 
with both houses and apartments.” 

Annigian supported splitting the 
ordinance into two pieces of legisla- 
tion, one for building new con- 
dominium units and another for con- 
versions. 

He said he didn’t think the current 
ordinance would expand housing op- 
portunities, but that the price of con- 
dos built to specifications in the or- 
dinance could not be considered af- 
fordable housing to the general 
public. 

Lawrence said the ordinance was 
designed to prevent conversions due 
to stringent demands placed on 
builders. He indicated that if that 
was the city officials’ intent, a new 
ordinance stating such a ban should 
be written, and the requirements for 


new condominiums- made more: 


“realistic.” 

Mayoral candidates were 
questioned on campaign expen- 
ditures to date. Bottin said he plann- 
ed to finish out the race with less 
than $3,000, and McCarthy es- 
timated he had spent $6,700 to date. 

Alexander, who said. he plans on 
spending $15,000 to $20,000, defended 
the higher amount by saying he did 
not have the name recognition and 
publicity his opponents receive 
through their current position as 
council members. 

One area of contention arose when 
Annigian brought up an alleged con- 
flict of interest vote by Canestro in 
1978 on the planning commission. 

The issue was a general plan 
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amendment in the’ southeast 
quadrant of the city, where Canestro 
owns property. The commissioners 
voted to zone one area low density 
residential, and made a last-minute 
change according to staff 
recommendation of an adjoining 
area — including Canestro’s proper- 
ty — as medium density. 

Annigian said Canestro’s failure 
to abstain from voting on the issue 
showed definite conflict of interest. 

Upland city attorney Donald 
Maroney, not present at the forum, 
said if he had been consulted he 
probably would have advised 
Canestro to abstain from voting on 
the issue. 

“But,”’ he said, “that would have 
been exercising an abundance of 
caution. I don’t believe he 
(Canestro) had any effect on the

pick them up in the morning,’’ she 
said. ‘‘They usually are used to 
protect the property while the 
business is closed.” 

Where do they get their dogs 
originally? 

‘We buy dogs from different 
kennels and from private parties 
who have them for sale,’’ she 
explained. 

The dog's training usually begins 
when the animal is about 18 months 
old and is completed shortly before 
it attains the age of 2. 

‘Consequently,’ she said, “they 
begin work as a guard dog at about 
2. We usually work them until 
they're about 6. 

“This isn’t because they can’t do 
the work any more. It’s because 
we've amortized our investment in 
them and we believe they deserve a 
rest. We don’t want to work our dogs 
to death. 

“So after a working life of about 
four years, we retire them and sell 
them to private individuals. The 
dogs are valuable to their new 
owners for several more years.” 

And, she added, they're always 
good pets because they're well- 
trained and well-behaved. 

Does this mean there’s no danger 
in keeping a guard dog around a 
family? 

“That’s right,’’ she said. “I have 
two children — a girl, 6, and a boy, 
4. I feel perfectly safe having our 
children around any of our dogs. It’s 
all in the way a dog is trained. A 
well-trained dog knows when it’s 
supposed to attack and when it’s 
not.”

How did Martinez and his wife get 
into the guard dog business? 

‘Robert started at the age of 13 to 
learn obedience training,’’ she 
related. ‘‘Later, when he was 
thinking about starting a business of 
his own, he decided to go into 
security with dogs. He started 
guarding housing tracts in Alta 
Loma in an operation where the 
guard would stay with the dogs.”’ 

She said they have been in their 

* present Ontario location for almost 
two years and were in Cucamonga 
for two years before that. 

Their company operates two 
trucks to pick up and deliver the 
dogs to businesses in Pomona, 
Chino, Montclair, Ontario and 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

‘We usually leave two dogs to 
guard a business,’’ she said. 

A guard dog is kept inside a fence 
at all times, she pointed out. If 
someone goes over the fence, the 
dogs will attack. 

How ferociously do they attack? 
Could they seriously injure an 
intruder? 

“If an intruder lies down after 
he’s attacked, the dogs will stop 
biting him,"’ she explained. “If he 
continues to resist, they continue to 
attack.” 

Mrs. Martinez noted with a touch 
of pride that ‘‘our dogs have done 
field search service for the San 
Bernardino County Sheriff's office. 
They can do field searches and 
indoor searches.” 

Do the Martinezes enjoy their 
work? 

“Yes,”’ she said.

Several Alta Loma High School 
students are planning for future 
careers by working as paramedics. 
They are part of Explorer Post 911 
of the Boy Scouts. Composed of both 
boys and girls, the group was 
formed approximately five years 
ago. 

Each student tries to work at least 
once a week. Some of the boys may 
put in 18 - hour shifts on weekends; 








the girls are restricted to working 
only until 9 p.m. Each student rides 
along with the employees of Kniffin 
Ambulance. Paramedic Don Reed 
of Kniffin is involved in seeing that 
the students get training as they ride 
along. 

Owner of Kniffin is Homer Aert. 
He and members of Kiwanis support 
the program and encourage it in all 
ways.

Oil recycling centers 
available in West End 


Most communities in San Bernar- 
dino County now have an oil recycl- 
ing center where motor vehicle 
owners can deposit used oil instead 
of dumping it down the drain or into 
the ground. 

The county’s Environmental 
Health Services Department has 
issued a list of 80 service stations 
and auto repair centers that will 
accept used motor oil. 


These stations keep a 500-gallon 
tank, where they store the oil until it 
is sold to a hauler who in turn sells it 
to a recycler. The recycler filters 
and treats the used oil to remove ac- 
cumulated moisture, dirt, gasoline, 
solvents and sludge. The ‘‘re- 
refined’’ oil is said to be as good or 
better than new oil and sold at one- 
third to one-half the price of new oil 


Most service stations that collect 
used oil will take it any time during 
regular hour of operation. Stations 
accept the oil in any type of con- 
venient container, however, they do 
not pay the consumer for the used 
product. The program is intended to 
conserve dwindling reserves and 
keep sewers, land, streams and

ing, financing and marketing a business, or renew their 
acquaintance with great figures of literature or history. 

Military retirees, who are devoting their ‘‘second 
half’ to a different career, have traditionally been 
among the older students at Cal State. They too may find 
this new program appealing. 

The full range of college service available to aid the 
older student’s transition to the college scene include the 
Learning Resources Center, where help is available for 
any class-related problem; the counseling center, whose 
service ranges from assistance with a personal problem 
to administering interest inventory tests; the career 
planning and placement center; the disabled student of- 
fice; the student health center; and the veterans office.

feel tight money squeeze

The money squeeze on West End home builders is 
becoming vise-like. 

Builders contacted by The Daily Report indicate 
problems are mounting. They somewhat bitterly blame 
the Carter administration’s restrictive fiscal policies im- 
plemented by the Federal Reserve Board as a means of 
fighting inflation. 

The core of the problem is high interest rates which, 
according to builders, are: 

— Causing developers to back off from planned home 
construction projects at a time when there’s a critical 
housing shortage in Southern California. 

— Resulting in worker layoffs in the building trades. 

— Boosting the cost of homes. 

— Skyrocketing to all-time heights the interest rates 
being paid by home buyers. 

Dell M. McDaniel of C & M Homes of Ontario said, 
‘“We have a tract in Upland ready to record and begin 
construction, but we’ve shelved it.”’ 

McDaniel pointed out that the problem feeds on itself. 

“The prime rate is now 19 percent,” said the Ontario 
builder. ‘‘That’s what it costs General Motors to borrow 
money. When you borrow for construction purposes, it 
costs you a point and a half more than prime.” 

This, he said, has to be charged to the buyer simply 
because it’s part of the builder’s expense of constructing 
a home. t 

On top of that, McDaniel said, while FHA and VA loans 
have remained at 13 percent, the cost of conventional 
loans for the buyer has increased by 2 percent to 17 per- 
cent just in the last three weeks. 

A year ago, he continued, builders were selling houses 
at 102 or 11 percent. On a $100,000 conventional loan, 
$20,000 was required as down payment — as it is now. 
For the remaining $80,000 mortgage, the monthly 
payments over a 30-year period amounted to $761.86, ac- 
cording to McDaniel. 

‘For the same loan today at 17 percent interest,’* he 
said, ‘‘the payments are $1,140.55 a month for 30 years.”’ 

This does not include taxes or insurance. 

Less than a month ago, when interest rates were 15 
percent, monthly payments on an $80,000 mortgage over 
a.30-year period were computed at $1,044 — almost $100a 
month less than current requirements. 

McDaniel noted that ‘‘we only have five people work- 
ing in our office and it hasn’t affected the office staff 
because we have a diversified business. But the men who 
work for the subcontractors are being affected drastical- 
ly — many through layoffs.”’ 

Any relief in sight? 

‘‘We don’t see any in the near future,’’ McDaniel mus- 

d. ‘‘The government wants high interest. They’re using 
the building industry as a whipping boy to slow down in- 
flation. But I can’t see how it slows it down when you add 
the cost of money into the price of the house.” 

Richard Lewis, president of Lewis Homes, Upland, ex- 
pressed a similar view. ‘‘The people in Washington,”’ he 
said, ‘‘may not realize the severity of what they’re doing. 
It’s a great idea to try to curb inflation but when you 
start putting a lot of people out of work it’s a big price to 
pay. We hope they get through tightening the screws so 
we can get back to business.” 

Lewis said his firm has had to lay off a few employees. 
“‘T hope we don’t have to let any more go,” he added. 

He said his company has some special financing — 
well below market rates — from theveity of San Bernar- 
dino Redevelopment Agency to construct’48 houses and a 
total of 172 condominium units in San Bernardino begin- 
ning late in April. 

Otherwise, he indicated, the firm’s situation would be 
more difficult and they would have more layoffs. 

Tom Miller, president of Miller Homes, Inc., of 
Montclair, who described himself as a small builder, es- 
timated there are only about 5 percent of the buyers “‘in 
our price range’’ — that is, homes costing approximately 
$100,000 — as there were two years ago. 

‘Tight money has definitely hurt us,”’ he added 

His company; he said, built seven homes on two-acre 
lots in Fontana during the last six months which have 
now been sold and has seven one-acre properties in Fon- 
tana on which it had planned to build. 

‘We're now reconsidering. We don't know whether to 
start this project because the cost of money has gone so 
high it-has cut way into the profit margin, meaning we're 
going to have to raise the price to recover our normal 
profit.” : 

Since he’s a small builder, Miller said, ‘‘we don’t build 
tracts.’’ He added that the way the economic situation is 
now, ‘‘I’m glad we don’t have 100 houses to get rid of. I 
don’t think we could give ‘em away.”’ 

He said a builder with houses on his hands is in trouble 
because he’s faced with the burden of paying construc- 
tion loan interest on the unsold houses. 

“To me,”’ Miller said, ‘‘the inflation plan of the Carter 
administration is working in reverse. It causes prices to 
skyrocket because of high money costs. 

“We're in a critical housing shortage in Southern 
California right now. We're 140,000 housing units short 
and we (the builders) are now faced with paying higher 
costs (for money) and the buyer is faced with paying

dino County has been 
saturated with more than 
enough of its share of rain, 
it’s not too early to start 
thinking about the summer 
fire season. according tc 
fire officials.

Deukmejian wants wiretaps Ok’d

Attorney General George 
Deukmejian said last weekend he is 
battling to keep his office’s 
independence in conflicts with the 
Brown administration and to win 
tougher crime rulings from the 
courts. 

In a speech Saturday night at the 
state convention of Young 
Republicans in Claremont, 
Deukmejian also issued a strong 
plea for court- sanctioned 
wiretapping and electronic 

eavesdropping against organized 
crime and major drug traffickers. 

Calling for state legislation, he 
said, ‘California law enforcement 
has been severely restricted in its 
ability to gain the appropriate type 
of evidence in these kind of cases. 

‘Federal law enforcement can do 
this, pursuant to a court order. And 
they can do it here in California, but 
California law enforcement is not 
»allowed to gather evidence in this 
“fashion.”

The San Bernardino County 
chapter of Young Republicans 
hosted the annual convention that 
was marked by a battle over seating 
delegates as a prelude to election of 
state officers. 

Paul Jolcuvar, a Los Angeles 
attorney, edged Luis Buhler of San 
Francisco in Sunday's vote for state 
chairman, but the election was 
protested and will go to arbitration. 

After a state Supreme Court 
decision ruling that Lt. Gov. Mike 
Curb has the power to act in Gov. 
Brown’s absence, Deukmejian said, 
“] think the governor’s office 
decided to train their guns on me, 
because there were a couple of 
things we decided we didn’t want to 
do.”’ 

Deukmejian, the second- ranking 
Republican in state government, 
called the requests costly and 

“duplicative.” 

Deukmejian was elected in 1978. 
Soon after taking office a conflict 
arose between his office and the 
Brown administration over the 


state's collective bargaining law. 

Although the attorney general is 
the lawyer for state constitutional 
offices, Deukmejian refused to 
represent the administration and 
joined a private lawsuit to challenge 
the law as unconstitutional. 

He said the law conflicted with a 
state initiative years ago aimed at 
keeping ‘‘politics and patronage”’ 
out of setting salaries and benefits 
through the state personnel board. 

The administration challenged 
Deukmejian’s authority to file suit 
against it. 

“TI am pleased to say that as of 
last week the Court of Appeal in 
Sacramento has ruled that not only 
does the attorney general have a 
dual role of representing state agen- 
cies, but he also has the role of 
representing the people and the 
public interests as he sees it,” 
Deukmejian said. 

Conflicts of this sort happen 
rarely, he said, but stressed the 
importance of keeping his office 
independent.

WASHINGTON — Percy 
James, 72,-is a retired 
Woodside, Del., gas station 
owner who decided 50 years 
ago to start saving silver 
dimes. 

“¥ knew the day would 
come when silver would be 
worth as much as gold,” 
Percy said in a telephone 
interview. For years, gold 
was valued at $35 an ounce. 
Today, silver has been 
selling for around $45 an 
ounce, while gold has 
topped $800. 

James saved about 2,000 
dimes — $200 worth at face 
value — and decided 
recently to sell them. ‘‘The 
dealer paid me $2 for each 
dime so I went right

downtown and used the 
$4,000 to buy myself a new 
car,” James said. 

The 1980 gold rush is on, 
and it is spilling over into 
other precious metal 
markets, Banks report a 
run on safety deposit boxes 
with some customers 
bringing small kitchen 
scales to weigh their 
jewelry and other 
valuables. 

Burglars also are having 
a heyday, breaking into 
homes stealing silver 
settings and service and 
often melting it down in 
getaway vans for sale to 
precious-metal buyers.

Restaurant patrons have 
found a silver mine of their 
own at the Carlton House 
Hotel in Pittsburgh, which 
still serves meals with 
silver-plated flatware. 
‘“‘We’re short on forks, 
knives and_ spoons, 
obviously because they’re 
being taken,’’ says the 
restaurant manager. 

Retail stores are also 
seeing the craze to buy 
precious metals. Gold and 
silver jewelry is one of the

price of gold and think 
they’ve found a bargain.”

When melted, most 14 
karat jewelry, which is 
most common, is only 25 
percent pure gold. A class 
ring may be only 10-karat 
and contain even less of the 
precious metal.

miracle cure for fat,’ she 
says. ‘‘At best these current 
fads. are harmless but 
ineffective, at worst, they 
can sometimes be lethal as 
was the case during the 
recent liquid protein craze. 

“Otherwise intelligent 
veople continue to be duped 
diets and devices because 
losing weight is hard work 
and longterm results are 
pretty discouraging,” she 
adds. ‘‘Health professionals 
know that only about 10 
percent of all successful 
dieters maintain their 
weight loss for any length of 
time.”’ 

The overweight person 
has three choices, 
according to Stern: to be 
fat, to always monitor food 
intake, or to combine 
exercise with a balanced, 
but moderate diet. 

“And for optimum health, 
the balanced diet composed 


of daily choices from all 
four food groups — milk, 
meat, vegetables and fruits, 
breads and cereals -— is 
essential. 

‘Lack of balance is one of 
the dangers in most fad 
diets, for example. They 
often either focus on one 
food, such as grapefruit, or 
they eliminate an entire 
class of food. 

“That can be dangerous,” 
she says. ‘‘People with 
undiagnosed renal disease 
or a high uric acid level in 
the blood could get in real 
trouble on a high protein 
diet, for example.” 

Stern’s own prescription 
to get weight off and keep it 
off combines exercise with 
monitored food intake. 

“With regular exercise 
you don’t have to cut your 
calories quite so 
drastically,’’ she says.

up to age 12. Sometimes 
older children can be 
disciplined effectively by 
being sent to their room 
provided there are no 
stereos or television or 
telephones to lessen the 
impact.

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Children reflect

When parents feel good about 
themselves. their children will be 
less apt to have problems. 


This is the consensus of opinion of 
two child therapists who see clients 
at the West End Family Counseling 
Service agency in Ontario. 


“It keeps coming back to a parent 
getting a good sense of self. If they 
don’t, the child will get into 
problems,’’ said Bryn Hoffmann, 
licensed clinical social worker. 

David Steinberger, Ph.D., 
licensed clinical psychologist, 
concurred. ‘‘Each of us uses others 
to vahdate the way we look at the 
world.” If we see the world as bad, 
we will gather people around us that 
reflect the same outlook, he 
suggested. 

“In parenting, if we are as warm 


as we can be, it will generate 
familiar feelings and will encourage 
behavior that helps us validate the 
way we look at the world.”’ 

Hoffmann agreed, saying, ‘‘This 
ties in with child abuse which has to 
do with familiar feelings. You can’t 
mother unless you have had a good 
mother. It comes back, once again, 
to — If you're good to yourself. 

“All parents want to be good 
parents,’’ she continued. ‘I believe 
that. I don’t think a lot of people 
know how.” 

To be good parents, adults should 
accept their children as persons, 
presume they are okay and allow 
themselvés to enjoy being with the 
children, the therapists suggested. 

“My biggest duty as a parent, I 
believe, is to enjoy my children and 
enjoy myself being with them,” 
Steinberger said. By allowing 
themselves to enjoy their children, 
mothers and fathers will be good 


parents, he said. 

Steinberger said he feels parents 
often ‘‘get hooked into a belief that 
they have to educate their children. 
“T think this is largely in error, 
except for safety precautions, of 
course. Most kids are capable of 
taking care of themselves. Trust 
and enjoy the kids, experience 
them.” 

Hoffmann stressed that she 
believes parents have ‘got to think 
of their children as persons.” 

Both child therapists see the 
parents or parent as well as the 
child in counseling and find they are 
dealing more and more with single- 
parent situations 

Steinberger, who recently opened 
a private practice in child therapy in 
Chino, said about half of his clients 
are from single-parent homes. 

The majority of the clients 
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Hoffmann sees are not with the 
“original, intact family,” she said. 

“Parents are in crisis and the 
children are the ‘tickets’ of these 
crises. Separation. the entire 
divorce process is sort of a public 
statement and may make people 
more receptive to getting help,’ she 
continued, 

Children from broken homes are 


trying to ‘‘Tease out who's who. 


Who is the authority,’’ she said. 
Hoffmann has found that children 
from single-parent situations will 
either idealize or hate the absent 
parent (the one without custody). 
“They can't talk about their feelings 
and say ‘I have good and bad 
feelings.’ They have to tie it up in 
their heads.” 

In discussing the non-custodial 
parent who sees the child on 
weekends, Steinberger said these

weekends are an ‘“‘up time tor the 
child,” 

“Yes.’’ Hoffmann agreed. ‘But. 
the at-home parent feels he’s the 
bad guy. He's not doing the fun 
things with the child.” 

The parent with custody of the 
children wants reassurance that he 
or she is doing an okay job with the 
child or children, Steinberger noted 
“Children will get angry with that 
parent because they feel safe. They 
may be afraid to be angry at the 
absent parent who they think might 
reject them.” 

When these two therapists see 
parents in this situation, they try to 
turn the client’s point of view 
around from negative to positive. 

“You must realize your child is 
really comfortable with you,” 
Hoffmann noted, suggesting that if 
the child were not comfortable, he 


parents’ attitudes toward selves - 


wouldn't feel free to get angry. 
Steinberger said, ‘I have iiore 
cases today with the motner @na 
children and one child is upset. The 
mother comes in angry, guilty ‘and 
really buying what the child says.” 
“Yes, kids are really powertwl;” 
Hoffmann said e- 
“But I would like to stress,’. she 
continued, ‘‘that I don’t think in.and 
of itself. a single-parent family-has 
to be a problem.” i 
The two therapists agreed that the 
single parent often needs someane 
to validate what they are doing as;a 
parent é 


“I see coming for help age:a 


claiming of strength, not 
weakness,”’ Steinberger said. 
Yes,’ Hoffmann said. ‘‘It is a 


sign of caring, of being open. to 
discussing feelings, for feelings are 
the core of our being.” 





Why answers to 


census won't 
disclose secrets

Census takers, who don’t have much to laugh about, 
like to tell the story of an interview with an elderly 
woman who lived in the mountains and had never heard 
of the census. 

“Every 10 years,"’ the census taker attempted to ex- 
plain, ‘‘the government tries to find out how many people 
there are in the United States.’’ 

“Lordy, honey,’’ the woman replied, “I sure don’t 
know.” 

Moving right along. ... Not many people smile at the 
prospect of having to give personal information to the 
government. Nonetheless, it is required by law, and you 
can't legally avoid the nose count that began Friday 
when every household was supposed to receive a mailed 
questionnaire. 

The biggest fear seems to concern privacy. 

Will Big Brother put you on a computer readout and 
open your personal life to any bureaucrat who happens to 
be snooping by? 

The answer is no. And here are the steps listed by the 
U.S. Census Bureau to ensure confidentiality. 

The census will not ask. your Social Security number. 
That is significant because agencies like the Internal 
Revenue Service file by that number. 

Bureau workers are under oath not to reveal individual 
answers to census questions (in case of violation, a 
penalty of a $5,000 fine pius five years in jail could be 
assessed. 

(The law that requires the census and mandates 
privacy has been in effect since 1929, and there has been 
no scandal linked to a violation by the Census Bureau. ) 

No individual names or addresses provided in the 1980 
census will be entered into any computer. 

No one outside the bureau is given’ access to census 
answers that identify an individual. The bureau publishes 
summary statistics that do not reveal facts about any 
specific person or household. 

After the questionnaires are microfilmed, forms are 
shredded, dissolved in acid and recycled as paper pulp. 

The microfilm will be kept for 72 years under lock and 
key at a special facility in Pittsburg, Kan., where there 
are no computers.

moto, director of the state Depart- 
ment of Corrections. ‘‘but we do try 
to prepare (inmates) to do some- 
thing positive when they get out.” 


Inmates are ‘‘excited’’ about the 
program because it offers them a 
chance to learn new skills that will 
lead to high-paying jobs, said Donna 
Henderson, administrative assistant 
to CRC’s superintendent. 


The program, three years in the 
planning, was born out of a class at 
CRC, where inmates learned to 
build their own solar energy cells. 


Experts in solar energy reported- 
ly inspected the cells, evaluated the 
class and recommended CRC as the 
best institution to begin.a new solar 
energy program. 


Aptec Corp. of Los Angeles, ma- 
nufacturer of the Heliophase solar 
energy system, has already con- 
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tracted with CRC to test the new 
system, according to Howard Helf- 
man, firm co-owner. 


Inmates say they appreciate the 
chance not only to participate in the 
innovative program but also to ac- 
quire highly marketable skills. 


{t's one of few vocational pro- 
grams not already outdated,’’ said 
Jay Butler, an inmate. ‘‘When we 
get out we'll be able to use (the 
skills).”’ 


“Right from ‘jump street’ we're 
on the bottom when we're looking 
for jobs, so our knowledge will at 
least get us an even chance,”’ said 
Jamal Watson, another inmate. 


“It'll be beneficial for the institu- 
tion and for me,” said Reginald Mil- 
ler, also an inmate. ‘‘On that alone it 
gives me more of an opportunity, 
since I have an ability no one else 
has.” 
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Raul Alvarado, an inmate who 
was involved with the class from the 
beginning, said, ‘‘If we want to be 
independent from foreign oil, this is 
one of the quickets ways to get to 
that goal. 


“It’s one of the needs of the fu- 
ture,’ Alvarado said. ‘Anybody 
with any foresight is hooking up with 
the program.”

Gloria Ricci Lothrop is a native 
Californian and takes pride in the 
state’s history, the history of the 
West and particularly the history of 
the women who played major roles 
in the settling of the West. 


Lothrop, associate history 
professor at Cal Poly Pomona, in 
her enthusiasm for western history, 
has assumed the role as acting chair 
of the education committee for the 
Los Angeles Bicentennial 
celebration. 


“This is quite an honor to be 
appointed by Chancellor Glenn 
Dumke, who is the educational 
executive chair of the 
Bicentennial,” Lothrop said. 


The Los Angeles Bicentennial will 
be celebrated from Sept. 4, 1980, to 
Sept. 4, 1981. 


Lothrop said her responsibilities 
will include coordination of 
activities in 3,000 schools of Los 
Angeles Country from elementary 
to college levels. She will arrange 
200 classroom activities for the 
schools. 


She also will contact 300 librarians 
in Los Angeles County asking them 
to take part in the year-long 
celebration through exhibits and 
suggested reading. 


In a paper written by Dumke and 
Lothrop, they told about the 
founding of Los Angeles.

A unique ministry is centered in four warehouses in an 
Upland industrial area. 


REAP International is serving the medical needs of 
missionaries stationed in South America, Southeast 
Asia, Africa and Central America by rebuilding cast-off 
X-ray machines, electro-surgical units, operating tables, 
wheelchairs and an incredible number of other medical 
and dental equipment. 


REAP stands for Radiological Equipment Assistance 
Program. The program has far surpassed its small 
beginnings in late 1973. 


The four warehouses of REAP International in 
Upland are lined with medical supplies which are 
given without cost to missionaries on furlough 
who come to pick up supplies, or are sent, also 
free, to missionaries in the fields throughout the 
world. The supplies are given to REAP without 
cost from wholesale houses. 


High gas

High gas prices have sparked an epidemic of gas 
station “drive offs’’ — in which motorists fill up and take 
off without paying — that by one estimate may have cost 
Southern California dealers $1 million to $3 million in 
December. 

‘What surprises me is some of the people who drive 
off,” said a station attendant. ‘‘Nice, sweet old ladies 
and people with expensive cars.” 

Steve Shelton, executive director of the 1,500-member 
Southern California Service Station Association, said he 
believes gas prices and the public’s attitude toward oil 
companies and dealers may be the key reasons for the 
sudden jump in drive offs. 

“Within the last couple of months, drive offs have 
become an epidemic,”’ he said. 

“With gas costing more than $1 per gallon, and half- 
price sales confusing and angering peopie, drive offs are 
occurring at an alarming rate. 

‘“‘Many people are fed up with the high price of gas, so 
they’re stealing it. Some people think gasoline retailers 
are upping the price and are making money hand over 
fist. But that’s not true. 


“‘In any case, the station operators are getting ripped 
off,’’ said Shelton. 
There are no hard figures on the losses. But Shelton

A radiological consultant from La Verne, Sharp and his 
wife Gladys were attending a medical meeting in Spain 
during the summer of 1973. They met a couple at the 
hotel and during their time together, the other man ask- 
ed Sharp if he was aware of the problems medical mis- 
sionaries faced in the field. 

“J wasn’t particularly aware of the problems, but I 
couldn’t get the thought out of my mind,” Sharp said. 

He learned through investigations that medical equip- 
ment sent to missionaries. in manv cases. was useless. 

“In one instance, three X-ray machines were sent and 
none worked,”’ he said. ‘‘One had been illegal to use in 
California for over 30 years.” 

Sharp decided he would repair, refurbish and polish 
cast-off equipment himself on a half-time basis, but, ‘‘it 
didn’t work that way — the response to the need was a 
full-time job.’’ He sought help from volunteers and some 
area churches. 

“In 1975, I went to South America myself for the first 
time to help with a medical mission problem,” Sharp 
said, ‘‘and I saw the problem and the need exceeded my 
: expectations.” 

He saw EKG machines with no electrodes, X-ray 
machines in places without electrical power adequate 
for the heavy load, and he saw smashed equipment which 

had been ruined due to improper crating. 
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Sept. 4 he had completed the 
establishment of a new town, el 
Pueblo de la Reina de los Angeles al 
margen del Rio de la Porciuncula. 


“Eleven settlers and their 
families had arrived from Mexico 
by the way of Baja California. In all, 
there were 44 men, women and 
children who, in exchange for 
mules, mares, fields and farm tools, 
agreed to inhabit this pueblo at the 
abandoned edge of the Spanish 
Empire.”

Lothrop said the kickoff on Sept. 4 


will be held in the Los Angeles 

Coliseum, and ‘‘is being planned by 
Disney people.’’ She said a Los 
Angeles newspaper will publish a 
200-page magazine section on Los 
Angeles, and a banquet is planned 
with “the President of Mexico and 
President Carter attending.” 


At a Dodgers - Phillies baseball 
game, there will be a Bicentennial 
spectacular, and the Dodgers will 
“wear the Los Angeles Bicentennial 
logo on their uniforms.” 


On Sept. 5, there will be a massive 
fireworks display at Hollywood 


Bowl, and a special presentation 
will take place at the Los Angeles 
Music Center. 

Lothrop reported TV Channel 2 
will run ‘Bicentennial Minutes’ 
three times a day for an 
undesignated period. She said 
overall, there will be 300 projects 
planned in four-week segements 
utilizing 13 themes. 


The objective of the educational 
committee is to bring the 
Bicentennial into the schools, and 
involye the children in the 
intellectual achievements of Los 
Angeles County. 

She said the lower elementary 
grade students will create murals 
which will be used at Los Angeles 
International Airport. 


As a history professor and a 
native Californian, Lothrop has 
always had a deep interest in the 


part women played in the settling of 
the West. 

One of her proudest 
achievements, she said, was to be a 
consultant for Volume 24, ‘The 
Women,” in the Time-Life series on 
The Old West. ‘‘I’m so proud of what 
we did as a team in this book,’’ she 
said. 

There were 800,000 women west of 
the Mississippi River by 1890, the 
historian said, and their part in 
history “‘is barely recegnized.”’ 

One 1,047-page text she used for 
a California history course at Cal 
Poly gives only 2 42 pages to women. 

There were all kinds of women 
who came west — wives who helped 
their men homestead and build the 
cities, single women looking for 


or takes pride in state’s history 


husbands or to escape bad 
marriages, missionaries and the 
prostitutes. 


All played major roles in the 
culture, raising of western children, 
maintaining ties with the past and 
generally, ‘‘softening’’ the men’s 
“great fear in confronting the 
barbaric wilderness and ‘becoming 
barbaric.” 


Over the years, Lothrop has given 
courses in history of the American 
West, history of women in the 
United States, California history 
and the history of women in the 
American West. Her doctorate 
dissertation was on ‘‘Father 
Gregory Mengarini, Missionary in 
the Rocky Mountain West.” 


The historian belongs to numerous 
organizations interested in western 
history. In 1978, Lothrop received 
the “Little Old Joe’’ trophy from 
Westerners International, a group 
having over 100 chapters in the 
world. 


She said this was an honor which 
made her ‘‘very proud since I was 
the first woman to receive this 
George Danielson Award for 
historical writing.” 

Lothrop had earned the award due 
to a paper originally presented at 
the Los Angeles Corral meeting — 
chapters of Westerners 
International are called corrals. 

The paper was called ‘‘Women of 
the West.” 

In her way, Gloria Lothrop is a 
pioneer by educating the world to 
women’s historic roles in the 
settling of the Galden West. 


“Even if some of.the equipment was usable no one 
would know how to install it — or use it,’ Sharp said. 


The trip convinced Sharp that REAP could perform a 
valuable service and would demand his full time. From a 
small place in La Verne, REAP has grown to occupy the 
four warehouses in Upland, employ 10 staff members 
and have at least eight men and women volunteers work- 
ing daily. 


Sharp explained that medical equipment is given to 
REAP from hospitals, physicians, dentists, medical 
centers from a radius of 100 miles — ‘‘We even had an X- 
ray unit given us from a South Carolina physician,” 
Sharp said. 

In the main warehouse, there’s a board listing where 
equipment has been requested. 


Currently, there are requests for the fol- 
lowing: four portable X-ray machines, five electro- 
surgical units, six autoclaves or sterilizers, 10 
wheelchairs and six operating room and obstetrics 
tables. 

REAP can only provide what is given them to repair. 


Everything donated is thoroughly reconditioned. 
Nothing leaves the Upland warehouse until it is in 
perfect operating condition. If necessary, Sharp or 
another technician may accompany the instrument in 
order to instruct the medics on how it should be used. 


Sharp explained that REAP works with 80 different 
mission boards of evangelical Protestant denominations. 


. REAP fulfills requests as rapidly as possible to 335 


medical facilities in 60 countries. 


This is a non-profit organization which is maintained, 
Sharp said, by a reimbursement fee from the mission 
boards for equipment supplied and by private donations 


: from individuals, clubs, churches and-or other groups. 


When a need is great and there is no money for the 
reimbursement fund by the mission, Sharp said the 


_ equipment is supplied without charge. 


He told about a 9-year old boy, Carlito, in Guatemala, 


» “who looks 5 or 6 due to malnutrition.’ The youngster 

had need of an artificial windpipe, so REAP was sending 
: air mail a box with three sizes of plastic windpipes to be 
; used as the youngster grows. In the meantime, Sharp 


said, ‘‘We will be on the lookout for a silver, permanent 
windpipe.”’ 


Repairing an operating table at REAP Inter- 
national in Upland is Tom Tondee of Claremont, 
one of many volunteers who work for the 
program which provides medical supplies to mis- 
sionaries in 335 medical facilities in 60 countries. 
REAP takes in discarded medical and dental 
equipment, rebuilds it to perfect running condi- 
tion, then ships it to whatever area has requested 
the need for anything from X-ray machines to 
wheelchairs. 








In a_ thoughtful mood is Jim Sharp, president- 


director and founder of REAP (Radiological 
Equipment Assistance Program) International. 
Located in Upland, REAP supplies medical and 
dental needs to missionaries throughout the 
world. Sharp has many serious moments when he 
realizes his supply of cast-off equipment (which 
is repaired to perfect condition) does not fulfill 
the needs of medical missionaries. (Staff photos

The shelves of REAP are packed with everything from 
aspirin to sanitary napkins which have been given to 
them without charge by wholesalers. These are given 
out freely to the missionaries who are on furlough. They 
come in to select the things they need in their work. 
Items also are shipped out to the missionary fields. In 
every case packed for shipment, the nooks and crannies 
are stuffed with many things serving the dual purpose of 
fulfilling the needs and acting as packing around delicate 
instruments. 


The magnitude of REAP’s work is almost beyond com- 
prehension. There are surgical instruments which have 
been cleaned to a bright shine, incubators for premature 
babies, vitamins by the thousands (279,318 capsules 
recently were sent to Nicaragua), protein supplements, 
dehydrated foods, operating room lights — it is impossi- 
ble to list the equipment which passes through the 
Upland warehouses and into the far reaches of the world. 


One of the major projects facing REAP now is to equip 
five hospitals in Cambodia which were stripped by the 
communists. 


Daily, REAP is in contact with missionary outposts 
through the ham radio in the Upland office. Sharp said 
medical information and instructions have been given 
over the radio in imperative situations. ‘‘The radio has 
been a Godsend,” Sharp said. REAP has a sound-slide 
presentation which is given to groups upon request. It is 
entitled, ‘In Love, We Give ... In Need, They Receive” 
— and that is the story of REAP. 


prices spark epidemic of ‘drive offs’ 


said it was at least $1 million and perhaps as high as $3 
million throughout Southern California in December. 


“‘Two years ago it wasn’t uncommon for some service 
stations to lose maybe $200 a month to drive offs. But 
now many are losing about $1,000 a month. The loss will 
continue to go up unless something’s done,”’ Shelton said. 


He said the majority of drive offs take place at self- 
service stations, which he termed ‘‘sitting ducks’’ 
because there are no station attendants and because a 
lone station cashier is often too busy to note all the 
license-plate numbers of incoming motorists. 


Shelton said stations that deal in soft drinks and food 
are particularly hard hit by drive offs because non-gas 
transactions distract the cashier, permitting a gas thief 
a better getaway. 

“Drive offs also have a tendency to occur in high- 
crime, lower-class areas. 

“You don’t get too many reports of drive offs from 
places like Beverly Hills, where people can afford to pay 
for gas,”’ Shelton said, citing a recent association survey. 

‘“‘What’s unfortunate is that many station operators 
aren’t reporting the drive offs to police because they 
think it’s a waste of time,” said Shelton. 

Many service-station operators admit drive offs are on 
the rise, and some operators are openly bitter toward 
police, who they say are ignoring the crimes. 

“We take down the license plates and call the cops, but 


the cops never bother to come. And if they do come, it’s 
hours after we first reported the theft,” said one station 
attendant who asked not to be identified. 

“I reported a drive off one night to two cops who said 
‘tough’ and ‘too bad,’ ”’ he added. 

Lucille Ellering, a service-station cashier, said she 
noticed the increase in drive offs after odd-even sales 
were reimposed last fall. 

“Most of the time the ones who drive off choose the 
pump farthest away from the cashier’s booth, where it’s 
hard to see a license plate from,” Ellering said. 

Regarded by police as petty theft, the service station 
drive offs appears to be one of the easiest crimes to get 
away with. 

“On a scale, a drive off is a somewhat minor crime,” 
San Diego burglary detective Lt. Dave Crow said. 

“And it’s pretty easy to get away with. Only in one out 
of 100 drive-off cases can the driver be positively 
identified. Most of the time the police are working only 
with a license plate, which identifies a car. Cars don’t 
steal gas, people do,’’ Crow said. 

Crow agreed that drive offs are on the increase, but 
police had no figures on how extensive the drive offs 
have become. 

“Then you’ve always got the guy who will say he forgot 
to pay, or meant to pay, but was in a hurry,” Crow said. 

row cited insufficient police manpower and high- 
priority crimes — such as murders, burglaries and 


armed robberies — as contributing to the small number 
of apprehensions of drive-off suspects. 

Yet despite its appearance as an easy crime, a drive- 
off conviction can result in a substantial penalty. Anyone 
convicted of petty theft — theft under $200 — can be 
sentenced to up to a year in county jail and can also be 
fined. More often, court sources say, a person convicted 
of petty theft is placed on probation instead of jailed 
because ‘‘the jail is already packed with criminals.”’ 

Meanwhile, Shelton said his group is taking steps to 
fight back at dishonest motorists. He said many service 
stations are being redesigned in order to force motorists 
to enter the station in one direction and exit in another 
direction. 

He predicted other stations may soon install closed- 
circuit television cameras to monitor customers. 

“All such security measures will end up costing the 
customer in the long run,” he noted. 

‘‘Many stations are beginning to require the customer 
to make a deposit before buying his gas, or in other cases 
pay in advance. 

‘We have also started a program in which the station 
operators can jot down the license plate of a drive off and ‘ 
send the number to us on a postcard. 

“We then feed that information into a computer. If we 
get a number that is frequently reported, we will go to 
the police and seek prosecution based on repetition,” 
said Shelton.

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Working ‘mom’ no superwoman

The first thing any 
working woman with a 
family needs to learn is that 
no one ever said she had to 
be Superwoman. 


This is hard for her to 
believe when so many — 
particularly advertisers 
and industry spikesmen — 
devote so much time to 
telling her how to be Super- 
woman 


She learns that with the 
right products she can serve 
exciting meals 30 minutes 
after walking into the house 
and those 30-minute recipes 
can really stir up feelings of 
inadequacy. 


It's important to remem- 
ber that most of those 
recipes are tested by 
someone in perfectly 
equipped kitchens, where 
water comes to a boil in the 
exact time specified by the 
recipe. Furthermore, the 
testers have nothing else to 
do — testing is their’ only 
job. 


The following recipes are 
all planned for speed. But 
beware — trying to meet 
the exact deadlines could be 
dangerous to your mental 
health. 


Fast, Ersatz

Self image 
threatened 
by weight 


Excess weight can spoil 
your looks, threaten your 
vanity and put you on the 
defensive about life in 
general, yet more than half 
of this country’s adult 
population is overweight, 
says the American Medical 
Association. 


‘‘Many people gain 
weight or stay overweight 
on relatively moderate 
calorie intakes,”’ says an 
AMA pamphlet, ‘‘The 
Healthy Approach to 
Slimming.’ Physical 
inactivity is the culprit, it 
says. ‘‘Chances for 
permanent weight loss on 
dieting alone are slim.”’ 


The AMA warns against 
crash diets focusing on 
short - term weight loss. ‘‘A 
dieter shouldn't pass up the 
opportunity that a slow, 
sensible weight loss 
program offers for 
developing better eating 
habits.’ A weight loss goal 
of no more than two pounds 
a week is suggested, 
combined with balanced 
meals and an exercise 
program that considers the 
dieter’s age and health. 


‘You may feel too lazy to 
get started on a physical 
fitness program,’ the 
pamphlet says, ‘‘but it’s 
probably the lack of 
exercise that makes you 
lazy. Exercise is essential 
for weight reduction.” 


According to the AMA 
overeating and _ inactivity 
are learned patterns which 
must be changed slowly. A 
weight reduction diet with 
less calories and adequate 
nutrition from the four food 
groups milk, meat, 
vegetables and fruits, and 
breads and cereals — is 
recommended as a daily 
guide. 


“Think of food calories as 
fuel, the fuel used to keep 
you alive, alert and 
moving,’ the AMa says. 
“And select your meals 
accordingly.”

Oppressive instead of friendly 





Residents disturbed by 


North Town’s character 


Rancho Cucamonga’s North Town looks a little 
different than it did 20 or 30 years ago, but the most 
profound change has been in the character of the 
community, according to those reared there. 

A community they described as once cheerful 
and friendly has become an oppressive 
neighborhood where the only ones unafraid to walk 
the streets at night are the teenagers and young 
adults, they said. 

North Town is a distinctly Hispanic settlement, 
once larger but now reduced to about nine blocks 
between Turner and Central avenues. The Santa Fe 
Railroad tracks mark the southern boundary and 
26th Street is its north boundary. 

The community’s history has been neglected 
since its formation in the late 1880s. 

At that time, what is now considered the com- 
munity of Cucamonga was on the north side of On- 
tario’s Southern Pacific Railroad tracks between 
Archibald and Haven avenues. 

The Santa Fe Railroad moved into the area, lay- 
ing its track north of South Cucamonga (now known 
as Guasti) and a thriving settlement, dubbed 
North Cucamonga, grew up around the station the 
company built there. 

Isaias Hellman, a local grower and businessman, 
controlled much of the land in that area and 
through a promotion effort succeded in attracting 
businesses, such as a hotel, livery stable, saloons 
and stores, according to historical accounts. 

History evidently did not note the change that 
took place there in the early 1900s when what was 
evidently a primarily white community moved 
eastward into what is now known as Cucamonga. 

When the migration occurred is not recorded. 
Neither is the reason the Hispanics stayed. Their 
presence attracted Mexican laborers who were 
working in the nearby orchards and vineyards. 
Many of them settled there and their children still 
reside in the community which retained its original 
name, although it has been shortened to just North 
Town. 

“J wish things were like they used to be,” 
lamented one long-time resident who asked she not 
be named. 

**All the good people have gone and the only ones 
left are the ones who can’t leave,” she continued, 
saying, ‘‘I’d leave if I couid, but I can’t.” 

North Town as described by Louise Baldivia, a 
resident from her birth in 1915 until she married 
and moved away. 

‘‘When I was a” young girl, we didn’t have the 
gang activities we are having right now,”’ she said. 

“It was more quiet then. There used to be dances 
and nobody would bother you. You can’t do that 
anymore,”’ she continued. 

Another woman recalled how the young men 
would gather, drink their beer and sing to the 
breeze. But they don’t do that anymore either, she 
said. 

The community itself used to be beautiful, with 


towering trees and its small houses, but even the 
scenery has deteriorated, said one resident, who 
blamed government inspectors for some of the 
problems. 

The government, she said, would require that 
residents install inside plumbing and make other 
expensive improvements which they could not pay 
for. Eventually, the houses deteriorated to the 
point where they were torn down. 

Many of the trees were removed, said another 
resident, so that the searchlight from the sheriff's 
helicopter could penetrate the dense foilage that 
hid the streets from the air. 

North Town residents are generally uncom- 
municative when it comes to discussing the 
problems or pleasant aspects of their communities 
because ‘‘they’re stubborn,” observed 19-year-old 
Bobby Velasquez, who added, ‘‘I guess that works 
against us sometimes.” 

Velasquez and Ruben Meza, 18, however, were 
willing to talk about life in the ‘‘barrio.” 

“It’s good enough for me, I don’t care what 
anybody else thinks,’’ declared Meza, who can still 
remember where old houses used to stand and the 
locations of now-gone bars where friends and 
relatives used to have a few beers. 

‘All the people here aren’t in the pits, there are 
people working in banks’ and other respectable 
places, said Meza, who admits that sometime he, 
too, will leave North Town. 

Like many of the other young people in the com- 
munity, the two explained, they are waiting until 
they have the skills needed to ‘‘make it” 
elsewhere. 

Getting along in North Town is easy for those 
who mind their own business, Meza said. 

Both deny there is such a thing as a gang in the 
community. Rather, they said, the problems are 
caused by a few who hang around together who 
have nothing better to do and not by any organized 
group. 

It appears that many of the problems facing 
North Town residents, such as the lack of education 
and motivation to change, are barriers to the out- 
side world, according to Osvaldo Pelayes, the new 
executive director of Project Esperanza. 

“The Chicano needs to change his mentality. 
They believe they are apart from (the rest of) the 
community,’ Pelayes said. 

The lack of education makes it difficult to avail 
themselves of services and programs designed to 
help, he said, adding that his project is intended to 
ease these difficulties by providing consumer 
education, referrals to community services and 
developing recreational activities for the younger 
members of the community. 

Many Hispanics, he continued, are reluctant to 
seek other jobs and higher education ‘‘because of 
the discrimination of a long time ago. They don't 
talk too much (about it) but they have fears. They 
are scared,” he said.
